FULL RECOGNITION 


President Wilson will Send En: 
voy Fletcher to Mexico 
City immediately. ° 


CONSULS ALSO TO RETURN, ; 


Action Restores. the Diplomatic 
Relations Severed. After 
Madero Murder.

WASHINGTON, Jan! 30.—President 
Wilson and his Cabifiet today decided 
to send Ambassador Henry P. ‘Fletcher 
te Mexico City at once. When Mr. 
Fletcher presents his credentials com- 
plete diplomatic intercourse between the 
two Governments, which was severed 
in April, 1914, will be restored. Captain 
Frank R.. McCoy, Third. Cavalry, has 
been designated as Military Attaché to 
the embassy. He will sail with Ambas- 
sador Fletcher. 

. With the -presentation of Mr. Fletch- 
ér’s . credentials, -this Government . will 
formally recognize the Carranza au- 
thority as the de jure Government of 
Mexico.

BERLIN, Jan. 30, (via ‘London.)—Of 
the extraordinary sights seen in, the 
Snow-blocked streets of Berlin, the em- 
Ployment of huge working elephants. for 
traffic purposes is Certainly the strang- 
est. These animals belong to the Ha- 
genbeck Show, which is now exhibiting 
here. Every morning they may be seen 
on their. way from the Lehrter railway 
station drawing heavy carts loaded with 
iron’ boilers, each weighing. 35,000 
pounds. No‘eight horses would be suf- 
ficient. to move these wagons, but, to 
the gigantic ‘pachyderms it seems as 
child’s~ play. Apparently they suffer as 
little from’ the intense cold prevailing 
here at present as from the tropic heat 
of their native country, and they wind 
their way: along the: crowded Berlin 
Streets with almost uncanny nimbleness. 
If they find an autobus stuck in.a snow- 
drift, with panting, exhausted horses 
‘trying: to pull it out, a working ele-

"NK SAVING pAyUGN 


Convention United on the Prin- 
ciple, but Divided on Its 
| Application. 


SOME FOR IT ALL THE TIME 


But Northern Delegates Say. That 
Would Mix Their Home 
Cities All Up. 


The National Daylight, Saving .Con- 
vention opened a two-day session yes- 
terday at the Hotel Astor, and speakers 
from various parts of the country, wear- 
ing lapel buttons bearing a picture of 
Uncle Sam turning the clock forward an 
hour, set forth the manifold advantages 
of following Poor Richard’s asivice 
about “early to bed and early to rise.” 

Mayor Mitchel, Borough President 
Marcus. M. Marks, Congressman Will- 
iam F. Borland of Missouri, and repre- 
sentatives: of Chambers of Commerce 
throughout thé country spoke in favor 
of the proposition. J: H. Whitehouse, 
a member of the’ British House of Com- 
mons, who has been in this country for 
some .months to study’ the American 
school system, spoke on the effect of 
the plan in England, where it was 
adopted after the beginning of the war. 

Some of the’ advantages. which, the 

speakers said, the plan would result 10 
were better health of workers general- 
ly, in that they would have more ‘time 
for daylight recreation after “working 
hours; great economy in lignting bills, 
and diminished str ng of the eyes 
of Neg during the. last hour before 
going hom 

The only “division of apieien among the 
delegates appears to be as to just when 
tc set clocks forward, ind for how 
long. One faction would make the coun- 
try rise early throughout the year. 
There is. much opposition to this plan, 
particularly from the Northern States, 
and most.cf the delegates to the con- 
vention seemed to favor the torward 
movement for only five or five and a half 
months per year. One delegate from 
Minneapolis said an effort to make the 
movement a twelve-month affair would 
lose all. of its backers there, because the 
sun isso tardy’ in Winter that the na- 
tives rise_in darkness and daylight only 
arrives after théy get to their offices. 
‘He said he: was afraid that setting the 
clock further forward would delay sun- 
rise in Winter ‘until near lunchtime. He 
favored a four-month plan. 

A celegaté from Detroit objected that 
in the case of his city, which recently 
moved over from the eastern limit of 
tne central time zone to the -vestern 
limit of the eastern zone, thereby ad- 
vancing its clocks an hour, a further 
moving forward of the clock would meet 
with opposition on.the part of mothers 
who were still having difficulty in get- 
ting their children to. bed earlier follow-

has fed, what should the rest of us 
feel? The machinery, the orderly 
plan, the large, wise humanity of the 
distribution of relief among the ruined 
populations of Northern France and 
Belgium are American. They have 
reflected honor upon the American 
name. The hand that allots is Amer- 
ican, not the hand that gives. Of 
$250,000,000 spent, the United States, 
so innocently proud of its Belgian lar- 
gesse, has given $9,000,000. The peo- 
ple of Belgium and Northern France 
are kept alive by the Allied Govern- 
ments. These, with a thousand bur- 
dens, give them $14,000,000 a month. 
The lavish United States, heaping fat 
profits from the sale of supplies for 
Belgium and Northern France, has 
‘poured out in two years $9,000,000! 

“This relief,” as Mr. HoovER says, 
“has come to be America’s greatest 
“ exhibit in Burope. We want to give 
“a demonstration of that great hu- 

“ manity which we know runs through 
“ our people.” 

Do we want to? Are we ashamed of 
winning laurels for the generosity of 
others? Are we willing to give, in- 
stead of protruding our chests with 
self-satisfaction over an imputed and 
imaginary generosity? - 

Then we shall give, give, give to 
Belgium and Northern France, shut 
up the boast and open the check book! 
Nine millions from the United States!

THE IMMIGRATION BILL VETO: 

President Wiitson has vetoed for 
the second time an Immigration bill 
which, by the unsound and untenable 
literacy test, seeks to exclude foreign 
labor at the demand of organized 
labor, Mr. CLEVELAND and Mr. Tart 
vetoed similar measures setting up a 
similar test. The present bill includes 
many desirable restrictions and pro- 
visions. Its framers have sought in- 
geniously but in vain to atone by 
these for its essential and fatal theory 
and principle. The unconquerable 
objections to a literacy test have been 
stated again and again in the last 
generation. Mr. WILson summarizes 
them luminotisly and convincingly: 

It is not a test of character, of 
quality, or of personal fitness, but 
would operate in most cases merely as 

“@ penalty for-lack of opportunity in 
the country from which the alien 
seeking admission came. 

The opportunity to gain an educa- 
tion is in many cases one.of the chief 
opportunities sought by the immigrant 
in coming to the United States, and 
our experience in the past has not 
been that the illiterate immigrant is, 
as such, an undesirable immigrant. 
Tests of quality and.of purpose cannot 
be objected to on principle, but tests 
of opportunity surely may. be. 

There is nothing to be added to 
that. The proposers of the test are 
aware of its weakness. It was the 
avowed means of the unavowed pur- 
pose of keeping out foreign labor and 
keeping up the price of the domestic 
supply ao curtailed, 

Furthermore, Mr, Wirsow turns 
against the makers of the bill a pro- 
vision. adroitly inserted to dull the 

edge of the literacy test and to appeal 
to the generous sympathies of him- 


tims. of religious persecution, That 
provision exempts from the literacy 
test aliens “who shall prove to the 
* satisfaction of the proper immigra- 
“tion officer or the Secretary of 
“Labor” that they have come to the 
United States 


to avoid religious persecution in the 
of their last permanent resi-

The bill comes up im the House to- 
morrow. The attempt to pass it over 
the ‘veto should fail as it failed in the 
case of the veto of its predecessor in 
1915. The large majorities which 
passed the bill ‘last year, 808°to 87 in 
the House, 64 to 7 in the Senate, are 
curious ‘and artificial. They are a 
sign, rather, of the effective dis- 
cipline. exercised by the American 
Federation of Labor and of the readi- 
ness of Congress to yield t6 the 
propaganda and demands of a minor- 
ity. of public-opinion with an over- 
estimated batch of votes behind it. It 
is true that there is a strong and 
general wish, grown -greatly in the 


last few years, for an honest regula- 


tion of immigration, for restriction of 
irnmigration. 

The old, easy faith in never peering 
the door has gone. A belated wis- 
dom, a soberer view, has taken the 
place of the sentimental optimism 
that ruled so long. The literacy test 
is dishonest and -unintelligent. . His- 
tory and daily life and everybody's 
experience tell him that. He knows 
that literacy is no' guarantee of good 
morals, no certificate of the strong 
hands, the willing hearts, the indus- 
try, energy, integrity which the coun- 
try needs. Some. time, perhaps, the 
United States will approach this 
question, so vital to. its growth and 
welfare, as Canada approaches it, 
coldly, sensibly, with no political in- 
tention; will ask of an Immigration 
bill not ‘“‘ Are there votes in it?) but 
“Ts it for the best interests of the 
“ United States, will it give us work- 
“ers of the kind we need and keep 
“out the other kind?” 

It is usually difficult, it ought to 
be difficult, to override the Pres- 
ident’s veto. Mr. Wruson’s veto of 
the Immigration bill rests on irrefrag- 
able reasons. It is sustained, we be- 
lieve, by the intelligence, the sense of 
fair play and justice, of the country. 
It should be sustained by Congress. 

| 
EXPORT. COMBINATIONS. 

Among the bills which have been 
the subject of the President's confer- 
ences with Senators and Represent- 
atives at the Capitol is the one per- 
mitting our exporting manufacturers 
to form co-operative associations or 
combinations, to be used exclusively 
in foreign trade. It was passed in 
the House several months ago by a 
vote of about 8 to 1, and is now held 
by a Senate committee, A few words 
added during the House debate should 
be removed, because they would make 
the statute ineffective and worthless. 
This was not realized or foreseen by 
those who caused them to be inserted. 
After rejecting them, the committee 
should report the bill, and it should 
be passed. Mr. WItson, it is aid, is 
confident that it will become a law 
before the session ends. But only a 
little time is left, and the amend- 
ments which ought to be made will 
cause delay. 

In the preparation abroad for inter- 
national trade after the war there is 
plenty of evidence that statutory au- 
thority to make and use combinations 
will be needed by our exporters. Neu- 
tral nations have such associations. 
Germany had them before the war 
and will have them again in the com- 
ing days of peace. It begins to be 
seen. that then the Governments of 
nations .now fighting, or groups of 
industries with Government support, 
will buy and import much of the raw 
material or partly manufactured 
products required for replacing the 
property destroyed. In the same way 
what is needed by the factories may 
be obtained. If competition: among 
our selling exporters enables com- 
bined foreign buyers to get raw ma- 
terial at very low cost, goods made 
out of this material may be sold, at 
prices which we cannot meet, in neu- 
tral markets where we have gained 
trade which we desire to keep. ‘This 
is one of the ways in which failure 
to use co-operative associations, he- 
cause they are now forbidden by law, 
would work to our disadvantage. For 
many reasons the permission which 
enactment of this bill would give 
should be granted. And there should 
‘be no more delay. Much time must 
be congumed in making the combina- 
tions. Trade which could be gained 
or kept by them may be lost if the 
Webb bill goes over to the next Con- 
gress. 

A BASELESS FABRIC. 

Mr. Grornce F. PaRKerR tells The 
Tribune what purports to be the real 
story of how Admiral Dewey got his 
opportunity to fight the battle of Ma- 
nila. It was told him on his return 
from a long absence in the Consular 
Service, only about two months after 
the battle, and the narrator was Dan- 
mt S. Lamont, formerly Secretary. of 
War. Colonel Lamont told Mr. Par- 
xm that the Navy Department wanted 
to shelve Dewsr, and that “ politi- 
clans” and “ ambitious rivals in the} T 
department ” combined to sidetrack 
him into the Asiatic Squadron, where 
it was thought he would have no op- 
portunity for on, while the 
real opportunities would be in Cuban 
waters. “Fate,” said Colonel Lamont, 
“ played tricks with a good many peo- 
“ple, but with none more than with 
“the politicians. and the’ overamart 
“ schemers of the navy, who gave 








the men at the head of the Navy De- 
partment wanted to give the plum to 
Commodore Joun A. HowWELL, DEWEY 
saw himself about to be passed over, 
and went to his friend THEODORE 
RoosEve.t, then Assistant Secretary of 
the Nayy, for advice. . RoosEVELT, 
foreseeing, as did Dewrr himself, the 
Sreat possibilities of the Asiatic Squad- 
ron in pase of war with Spain, ‘was de- 
sirous to have DewrY in command, 
but knew that his chief, Secretary 
Long, would not honor his request. 
He asked Dewer if he knew any poll- 
ticlans, and the Commodore, replied 
that he knew REDFIELD PrRocTos, Sena- 
tor from Vermont. Roosrvert ad- 
vised him to have PRocToR go to the 
White House at once and ask the ap- 
pointment before the “navy crowd” 
could get their word in. That very 
night Proctor got the President’s 
promise, and the next day Secretary 
LONG was disgusted to find that he had 
been overmatched. He sent for DewEr 
and rebuked him for playing politics, 
but DEweEr retorted that he had not 
done so until he found that politics 
was being played in HowELL’s behalf 
and against him. This is the’ whole 
story, as given by Dewey himself. 

Why did Colonel LamontT tell a story 
destitute of foundation? Doubtless he 
believed it himself; somebody had told 
him. .Men are accustomed to believe 
an “ inside” story told them by some 
public man, as Mr. PARKER believed 
LAaMONT’s, and to regard it as unim- 
peachable evidence. The fact is that 
public men are just as unreliable his- 
torians as private citizens; they are 
just as ready to believe any good story 
and to send any bit of rumor and gos- 
sip on its rounds as is the man in the 
street, and, except as concerns matters 
in which they are themselves involved, 
they are no more “ on the inside ” than 
is any oné else. The incident is worth 
while if it inspires in even a few minds 
the advisability of caution in receiving 
the “ inside” statements of even the 
most prominent men, if it inculcates 
even a little caution about receiving 
good Stories as true because they ema- 
nate from some one with a handle to 
his name. The “leak” investigation 
has given impressive and revolting 
proof of the need for such caution. 
One cannot help wondering concerning 
the worth of history, when one remem- 
bers that until almost our own times 
it was made up of just such stories, 
with no such ways of applying the acid 
test as Admiral Dewery’s autobiog- 
raphy supplies for this particular one. 

*- LINCOLN IN NEBRASKA. 

We regret to learn from The Omaha 
World-Herald that The Lincoln Jour- 
nal “is opposed to instituting the 
“study of ABRAHAM LINCOLN in the 
“schools of the State, fearing that if 
“ our boys are compelled to study Ltn- 
“con they won’t like him.” The 
World-Herald calls this “ piffle.” It 
holds that they are. obliged to learn, 
and presumably to dislike, arithmetic 
and grammar, and who {is LINCOLN 
that he should be exempted from the 
coramon fate? It also rebukes The 
Journal for the heresy that “ the 
school program Is pretty full now.” 
This The World-Herald admits, but 
holds that the things now taught are 
“ sawdust into which there has never 
been breathed the breath of life.” Tho 
curriculum in Nebraska, we learn from 
The ‘World-Herald, is destitute of 
“anything that will light a warm and 
glowing fire in the heart.” 

Therefore The World-Herald holds 
that it would be much better to drop 
the study of grammar, if necessary, in 
order to squeeze in the study: of ABRA- 
HAM LINCOLN, “his gentleness and 
“sympathy, his loving heart and for- 
“ bearing nature.” Nine out of ten par- 
ents in Nebraska, it says, would agree 
with it, and “it is they who pay the 
taxus to support the public schools.” 
Therefore it trusts that the Legislature 
will pay heed to thé wishes “of the 
plain people” in this matter, and we 
hope so,- too. Down with grammar 
and up with studies that will lizht a 
warm and glowing fire in the heart. 
The idea somehow seems to complete 
Nebraska in the imagination; not that 
Nebraska was incomplete before, but 
anything that emphasizes her peculiar 
characteristics increases the obvious- 
ness of her perfection, 

Of course the study of ABRAHAM 
LIncotn might be taken up in an un- 
Nebraskan way. Instead of being 
taugut sentimentally, he miight be 
taught as he really was; instead of un- 
discriminating hero-worship and mush, 
the real lessons of his great career 
might be intelligently and analytically 
presented. But that would be “saw- 
dust,” and we are glad to see from the 
way The World-Herald presents the ar- 
gument that there ts no danger of that. 
Indeed, Nebraska could be trusted to 
do the thing In the right way—the way 
that will light @ warm and glowing fire 
in the heart—even if The World-Her- 
ald had not spoken so feelingly; had 
be @rop into the literary style of

Demonstrated. sj stitute can tair- 
ly claim that their experiment in eco- 
nomic dieting has been a success and has 
had results that are or may be made to 
be of very appreciable value. They-have 
demonstrated that, for three weeks cer- 
tainly, end for much longer periods 
probably, the food required for keeping 
in condition a man doing a good deal of 
work both muscular and mental need 
not cost; eyen in these trying times, 
more than twenty-five cents a day. 

That knowledge appreciably lowers 
the level of poverty at which real hard- 
ship and immediate physical deteriora- 
tion necessarily begin. Moreover, the 
large amount of publicity which has been 
given to the so-called test cannot have 
failed to spread widely much useful 
knowledge as to the part played by the 
intelligent selection and skillful cooking 
of food in making available its nutritive 
elements and in decreasing waste. 

Of course the providers of these some- 
what austere feasts do not believe, or 
expect anybody else to believe, that any- 
thing less than stern compulsion would 
make such meals entirely satisfactory, 
or put an end to desires for a table more 
generously and diversely spread. These 
are, in a way, emergency rations, and 
as such they serve an excellent purpose, 
but all except people lost in the de- 
lusions of vegetarianism are perfectly 
well aware that there would be no hope 
for a nation that was compelled to live 
for several generations so nearly meat- 
less as these probationary policemen did 
for three weeks. As“ diet,’’ in the med- 
ical sense, and for this length of time, 
it was presumably of real benefit to 
them, as it would be for most of us, ex- 
cessive meat eaters-as most of us are. 

Some misapprehension, however, seems 
to have been caused by the constant em- 
phasizing of the twenty-five cents a day 
feature of the experiment. That is, in- 
deed, the price paid for the food, but it 
would have taken considerably more 
than that sum to put the same food on 
the table in a family or public res- 
taurant. Nothing, one should remem- 
ber, was paid for rent, for the cooking 
or serving, for utensils, or for the work 
done by the experts who did the pur- 
chasing or the arranging of the daily 
bills of fare.

Public Service Employment.

ALBANY, Jan. 30.—A bill providing 
for State regulation of employment with 
a public service corporation will be in- 
troduced tomorrow by. Assemblyman 
Schuyler M. Meyer of New York. The 
measure, according to Mr. Meyer, was 
drafted under the supervision of the 
New York Chamber of Commerce and 
has been indorsed by the Chamber of 
Commerce of the United. States and the 
Merchants’ Association. 

The bill provides that public service 
corporations and their employes must 
enter into reciprocal contracts of em- 
ployment for a period of one to three 
years after a short perjod of probation, 
and that the corporations must not dis- 
miss employes nor employes withdraw 
from service except for causes ex-~- 
plicitly stated in the. bill. 

Under its provisions a public service 
corporation may dismiss an employe for 
misconduct, defined in the bill as, proper 
causé for discharge, for lack of employ- 
ment due to slack business upon thirty 
days’ notice, or in case of immediate 
discharge upon the payment of two 
weeks’ salary, also for disability of the 
employe, with the proviso that when 
this is not due to negligence on his part 


he shall receive ‘ey. days’ wages on 
being dismissed. Discrimination be- 
cause of membership in a labor organi- 
zation is forbidden. 

Employes may terminate their service 
for valid family Foasens, They neces- 
sity or disqualifyi certified 
by a Board of wart a a hon no cause 
is. given on thirty days’ notice to the 
corporation and with its consent. 

Violations of these rules by either 
party to a contract are made a misde- 
meanor by the bill.

For the first time since’ thie incide “nt oc- 
curred Lieutenant Spencer told his story 
of ‘the affair yesterday. He had as. coun- 
sel Colonel Alexander M. Baton, a for- 
mer officer’ in the regular army. Spen- 
cer himself was the last witness called. 
He explained that he had received an 
order; from ‘Lieut. Col. Frank. H, Hines, 
in command at the time, to put the five 
prisoners, then in~ the guard room, to 
cleaning up the drill ring at the armory; 
in the Bronx. The prisoners refused, and 
subsequently, he said, a Sergeant re- 
ported that the men had entered into an 
agreement. not to work. 

“TI went to the ‘guardhouse,” ‘con- 
tinued Spencer, ‘‘ and ordered every man 
tc do the work required. Then I re- 
ported the matter to Captain Wright, 
and he told me that if they did not work 
to tie them up. .I then had the men 
marched into the ring, and asked each 
one, in turn, ‘ Will you work?’ When 
they Ag in the negative, I informed 
Captain Wright, and ‘he said, ‘ Tie 
them up!’
